Tho unfortunate puacugcra, who doubt- 


less commenced tliis nciuorablo voyago witli 
bright hopeo of a hippy future In the Ne w 
World, whose atlraclioua were at that time 
currently believed by the common people ia 
many riarlH of Europe to vie with those of 
the garden of Kdeu before the fall, were 
doomed to suffer almost Inconceivable uitt- 
erios. For nil weeks they lay off and on, 
skirting tho couU of Delaware, during a 
period of 'peculiarly fine aud delightfol 
weather, almost within sight of the region 
they had hoped to moke their home, while 
an unnecessary ami enforced Blarrntion was 
daily rcdudug Ihcir numbera, aud leauliug 
the Burvivora to pray for death u a welcome 
reloaae from further aufferhiga. ' : . 


Thes* emigrant*, many of whom • were 


quite wealthy, hud with Ihcui j.:oasj rn-;1 
valuation, and the'officers of the ship, 
hooded by tho chief mate, the captain hav- 
ing died or been killed during the paauge, 
cut off tho iwsnengers' supply of proriaion 
and water, thougu -there'- was an ample 
sufficiency of both on board. Tho pangs cf 
hunger aud thirst compelled the unarmed, 
helplew, starving wretches to buy at ex- 
orbitant prices the miierable fragments that 
tho crew chose to deal out 
to them'. 


Twenty guilders for a cup of water and fifty 
rii-doUara for a shirt's biscttit soon reduced 
the wealth of tho most opulent among 
them, and completely 
impoverished tbo 


poorer one?. With a fiendish atrocity al- 
most nnparallchd in tho annals of selfish- 
ness, thu officer* and crow enforced their 
rules with impartial severity, and a few 
weeks all but a few who had been among 
tho wealthiest of them were penniless. 


Soon the grim skeleton. starvation stared 


them in the face, and as day succeeded day 
tho broad waters of the Atlantic closed over 
the remains of thoso who a few weeki be- 
fore had ticon envied for thoir good fortune 
nud their fair prospects. 


Al last even the brulal officers, whoso vil- 


lainy 110 words iaourlangimgocan adequate- 
ly express, became satisfied that they had 
got all tho plunder that w«a to be had, s:id 
left the ship in boats, lauding perhaps on 
Long Island, to make their way to Now 
York, carrying with them undoubtedly a r« 
morse which preyed upon their souls, as 
hunger and thirst Iuut gnawed at the vitals 
of their hapless victim?. 
Tho famished, 


dying rerrnnnt of the once prosperous arid 
happy company had no control over tho ship, 
and Elie drifted wherever wind aud lido 


• might take her. How long she drifted,wiUi 


the .wintry winds whistling through her 
cordage, and tho billows breaking around 
and serous her, we shall never know. We 
may picture to ourselves these dying immi- 
grants in their helpless journeying over a 
wiwte of strange waters. 


Drifting here, drifting there ; land always 


in sight, yet always inaccessible j some 
dying from weaklier and despair, some 
from surfeit when the crow had gone mid 
the provisions wore left unguarded, all rnoro 
or less delirious, and some raving mad. 
When the ship struck on Sandy 1'oint,. the 
wreckers went out to her in Louts, and re- 
movednll the. passengers that lind survived 
starvation, diseAflo and despair, except otio 
woman, who obstinately refused to leave tho 
wreck. 
j 


These poor miserable skeletons 
wero 


taken to tbo I.OLICH of tho islanders aud 
hospilauly cared for. Edward Sands «nil 
Captain Hay .wero at that time the leading 
men on tuo inland, snd it-was to their 
liomm that most of theeo unfortunate peo- 
plo were taken ; and on A level spot of 
ground at tlio southwest part of tho island, 
which then formed part of Captain lily's 
estate, arc still to bo Keen some, of the 
Ijrnyes where tUoso who died here wero 
buried. Edward Mamls was 
Mr. Ferry's 


grandmother's groat-graudfatlier, tand wkou 
the survivors of tboso who were taken to 
his house hifcl fm(V[ciently recovered to leave 
the ialana, one of them insisted upon his 
accepting ROIUO memento of thoir gratitude 
for Iho km.lneu shown to them during 
their stay, and (:»vo to his little daughter a 
drera pattern cf India calico. Calicoen or 
chintz pnlcues.nH dross patterns of tho K«st- 
ern calico wcro then called, wero rare in 
those 
days, .even Among 
tho wealthy 


classes ; and a' little Block'lslsna girt could 
not easily forget her first calico dress, es- 
pecially when Iho gift Was connected with 
circumstances so 
unusual and peculiar. 


Mr. Ferry's grandmother has often heard 
her grandmother speak of this .Ires* and ro- 
]«tp itfl history. This anecdote, ximple and 
unimportant u it may seem, has a bearing 
on the subject, for it dispose* of the suppo- 
sition that none of the Fahtino'a passen- 
gere evat left the island. Where they 
settled, or whcto their descendants may bo 
now, 
is one of thoso mysteries that hover 


like a dark cloud over the whole subject,and 
ncem to preclude all hope of iU erer being 
completely unraveled. One, and one only, 
of. the passengers that lived to tea at their 
living death on hoard this prfcouhlp re- 
mained permanently on tho island.
